Average F reshman Rates With 


College Senior In Knowledge 


November 4, 1931—(CNS)—Up- 
perclassmen in colleges and universi- 
ties throughout the country this week 
were wondering just what they will 
have to show for their education in 
the face of the recent Carnegie re- 
port purporting to prove that the 
average freshmen possesses knowl- 
edge equivalent to or above that of 
a senior. 

The report, prepared by Dr. Henry 
Smith Pritchett for the Carnegie 
Foundation for the Advancement of 
Teaching, and based upon examina- 
tions administered to 10,000 college 
students in various parts of Pennsyl- 
vania, blames the asserted failure of 


the American educational system to/ accusations that the college 


The Chronicle of Duke University 
goes further, and aims a blow at the 
entire system of compulsory courses, 
an essential part of what Dr. Prit- 
chett termed the “credit coinage’ 
play of college education. 

Though the Chronicle disagrees 
“emphatically” with the conclusion 
that ‘‘the average undergraduate has 
reached the peak of his knowledge by 
the end of his freshman year,’ the 
editor is of the opinion that “the 
sooner students may choose their own 
subjects for study instead of labor- 
ing with subjects in which they have 
no interest and which have no inter- 
est for them, all the more soon such 
educa-

Dr. Pritchett’s conclusions have 
caused a storm of discussion, and, in 
a large number of cases, animated 
protest in higher educational institu- 
tions all over the United States. This 
is reflected in student editorials, 
which are inclined to take only half 
seriously ,the comparison between 
freshmen and seniors. 

The Indiana Daily Student, how- 
ever, admits that “such accusations 
are interesting’ ’and comments favor- 
ably upon the new tendency to ex- 
cust students from courses when they 
successfully pass examinations.

History Of Unknown Soldier

With the coming of Armistice day pages of time are 
turned back and once more the solemn burial of the ‘““Unknown 
Soldier” is reviewed. Seldom has the nation been more deep- 
ly stirred than on this occassion, just three years after the 
signing of the armistice that ended active fighting in the world 
war. 

Great care was taken that the identity of this soldier 
should remain forever unknown. The choosing of the body 
took place October 24 at Chalons-sur-Marne, France Four 
garth stained coffins from four different American cemeteries 
in France were brought to the city hall and lay in state in a 
room decorated with flags. 

While French and American comrades stood at attention 
Sergeant Young of the 59th Infantry chose the “Unknown” by 
placing a white rose on the coffin. 

The casket was then taken to Harve and placed on board 
the Olympia, the old flagship of Admiral Dewey, which con- 
veyed the remains to America. 

From November 9 to 11 the casket lay in state on the same 
catafalque that had borne the bodies of Lincoln, Garfield and 
McKinley. 

During this time thousands passed by to pay homage. Mrs. 
Harding*placed a broad white ribbon over the casket.and the 
President pinned to this a silver shield on which were 48 gold 
stars representing the states of the union, “a symbol of the 


heart of the nation,” which went with the soldier to the tomb.: 


At 8:30 in the morning of November 11, a vast procession 
formed to take the “Unknown Soldier” to his last resting place. 

At the amphitheatre in Arlington cemetry amplifiers were 
placed so that the president’s address, every note of song or 
bugle was heard distinctly by thousands of. ex-soldiers and 
their friends assembled in New York and San Francisco. 


The tomb of the “Unknown Soldier” is rapidly being com-|. 


pleted. It stands before a classic amphitheatre of marble in 
the burial place of America’s illustrious dead.

BOOK 
REVIEW

The gangster differs from _ the 
Western. Bad Man in having ‘a keener 
head for business. We see him in 
the case of Al Capone delegating the 
actual gun play to hired subordinates 
and devoting his time to high  fi- 
nance. The Biography of a Self-Made 
Man by Fred D. Pasley is the story 
of the rise of Capone from a cheap 
bum to become the alleged head of 
a gang of murderers, hi-jackers and 
corruptionists. There is apparently no 
secret as to the alliance of politician 
and gangsters. The gangsters are, in 
fact, politicians. _ 

The amazing features of this book 
as of the Chicago situation in gen- 
eral, is the openness with which 
everything is said as wel las done. 
Mr. Pasley tells us of the gang mur- 
ders and also tells us who committed 
them. In case where that delicate fact 
proved to be unconcealable. In 
some cases the murderers, though 
known, were not even arrested. 


In others they were arrested and 
released or tried by sympathetic 
jurymen and acquitted. The reason 
seems to have been that the mur- 
derers and their bosses were too 
powerful to convict. Mr. Pasley es- 
timates that in 1927 Capone’s pro- 
fits were $30,000,000. 

Naturally the gangs grew arro- 
gant. Perhaps the two most amazing 
episodes related in this book were the 
daylight attack by seven cars carry- 
ing machine gunners on the Capone 
headquarters in Cicero, and the “siege 
of the Detective Bureau’’, in which 
Capone gunmen surrounded the very 
citadel of law and order to wait for 
an enemy temporarily in custody. 

In most cities the slayer of a 
policeman may expect unrelenting 
pursuit and rought treatment when 
captured. In Chicago the “right” 
gang may apparently kill policemen 
with impunity, provided they have 
suffcient provocation. Enthusiastic 
| young officers were even reprimand- 
ed and made to ask Capone’s par- 


and other weapons. 

Capone once plaintively remarked, 
“They’ve hung everything on me ex- 
cept the Chicago fire.” But it was 
only the small item of income tax 
that gave him a 11 year jail sen- 
tence!
